HAWAIIAN REVENUES. 


Under the caption, "Governing in 


Hawaii." the News-Letter prints the 
following undfgested paragraph: 


The little band of plantM-s who virtu- 
ally govern Hawaii are often hard set U 
make their little schemes stick. Those of 
the natives who have votes have organ- 
ized a party of their own which proposes 
to render all governments Impracticable 
that do not recognize the old monarchj 
in some way. The powers of obstruction 
are great, afld the native party has a few 
able leadera. Th.-lr proposed course may 
be very sullen, stupid and unprofitable on 
their part, but it Is exceedingly natura 
under the circumstances. Then the reve 
nue of the islands is In a bad way. I 
amounts to virtually nothing, and there 
Is no way of increasing it under existing 
laws. There can be no tariff on the goods 
of the only country that supplies the Ha 
wallan market. 
The only alternative 
seems to be a land tax that would no 
salt the planters and might make them 
wish they had better understood all the 
iwBSlbllities of annexation. The engineer 
Is sometimes hoisted with his own petard 


It is In the nature of news-away- 


from-home that the revenues of the 
island are in a bad way and that a 
"land tax" would be regarded as a 
novelty. Real estate has been taxed 
in these Islands since the adoption 
many years ago, of a modern fiscal 
system and the continuation of that 
method would not be regarded as a 
special hardship. 
Nor is the News-Letter well-inform- 


ed about the sources of Hawaiian rev- 
'enue. It assumes that the country has 
depended upon tariff returns for the 
ordinary expenses 
of 
government 


which is far from the fact. The tariff 
revenue was Instrumental in piling up 
a surplus for emergencies, as witness 
the extra million it helped put at the 
disposal of the people when we had to 
fight the bubonic plague. But there 
was a very handsome sum derived from 
other sources as witness the following 
detail of taxes collected during 1899:

OPEN PEARL HARBOR. 


The North Pacific ocean is about to 


acquire freight carriers and passenger 
boats of the largest class and it Is 
doubtful that the future AtlanUc trade 
will call for bigger steamers than those 
that will commonly ply between the 
western coast of the United States and 
the foreign Pacific markets. The com- 
ing boats of the Spreckels line are to 
be large but not the largest; Indeed 
their ratings are small beside the ton- 
nage of the Northern Pacific liners- 
vessels that will be more than four 
times the size of some favorite deep- 
sea steamers now afloat. Eventually 
monsters of the Northern Pacific type 
will run between San Francisco and the 
Orient; perhaps "bet ween San Francisco 
and the Colonies. Like their predeces- 
sors they will want to do business with 
Honolulu—but how can they do It until 
we get better harbor facilities? The 
small cove in the reef called a harbor 
is crowded now and a vessel of the size 
of the Algoa has trouble in getting in 
and out. Compared with a Northern 
Pacific iiner the Algoa would be a toy 
ship. How then are we to handle the

slope. It is supposed in this manner 
Kula horses have mingled with ttie dis- 
eased animals of Ulupalakua and pos- 
sibly become infected.

some capable agent-to thoroughly in- 
spect the horses of Kamaole, Keokea, 
Waiohuli and ilcinity. 


Another Strike. 


Again the Japanese on Kaual are 


shouting for higher pay. At Intervals 
during the last two months there have 
been strikes on the Garden Isle and 
now comes the word that at Llhue they 
have quit work and are howling for 
more dollars. 


Eight hundred or more Japanese 


were Idle at Llhue when the W. Q. 
Hall left Nawiltwlll on Friday. They 
have been receiving 
S17 per month 


heretofore and now they want 120. 
Manager Fritz Weber refused to accede 
to their demands and called on Deputy 
Sheriff Rice to come to the plantation 
and evict such of the Japanese as re- 
fused to go to work under the old 
schedule of pay, but asjthe Japanese 
had not been guilty of violence the offi- 
cers refused to interfere. The manage- 
ment then warned the Japanese that 
all such as refused to go to work would 
be Immediately put off the plantation. 
Up to the time of the departure of the 
Hall the men were still Idle and there 
seemed little probability of the differ- 
ence being settled unless the laborers 
yielded.

While blasting out a 1 irge amount of 
rocky soil In front 
of the

pumping stat on lately, the workmen 
seem to have en ered upon an old native 
graveyard.

Demand for Local Rule 


By People. 


SIR ROBEBT M 
WHO IS REPORTED TO 


HAVE BEEN KILLED 61 THE CHINESE BOXERS 


Correspondent Says Hawaii Should 


be Divided Into Counties 


and Townships. 


Kilter Advertiser- In your Issue of the 


2ttb last, you say in an editorial that 
"To »dd six or eight sets of county offl- 
cers, two sets of municipal officers and 
a. dozen seta of village officers would be 
to devote large sums which are needed 
for publ'c works to the salary roll, with- 
out getting any better government than 
we now have." 


While It Is true that local self-govern- 


raea* will add to the expenses of the ad- 
mtnlEtratlon of the general and local laws, 
we deny the proposition that we would 
not have any better government than we 
now have. 


Local self-government Is one of the dls- 


Ungaiahlng marks of the American form 
of government, following in this the Eng- 
lish example tiiat the preservation of 
health and order, the protection of life 
and property, the actual administration 
o€ the law of the State in nearly all that 
concerns the safety, peace, comfort and 
happiness of the citizen, is left to local 
authorities elected by the people of the 
local community. 


In the people of a State or Territory as 


a. whole, resides the ultimate power and 
authority, limited only by the Const'tu- 
tton of the United States and by that 
greater power which resides In the people 
of the whole Union as a nation 
Bat the 
people of all the States in 
framing their constitutions * and 
estab- 


lishing their governments, have every- 
where in accordance with the Instinct 
and traditions of the English-American 
race, made provision for a system of lo- 
cal self-government. The people of each 
conntv or tow nship or city elect their own 
officials for the application of the law and 
the administration of the affairs of the 
community. 
Why, after several hundreds, cf -other 


forms of government, did England adopt 
local self-government and stand by it. If 
It is not the best so far devised by man' 
From the landing of the Pilgrims at Ply- 
month Rock to the present time It has 
proved to be a blessing and a success In 
America. Why'will It not prove a suc- 
cess and correct the abuses in a Terri- 
tory In wh'ch the government and power 
are centralized and administered from a 
single city5 remote from the people? 
There must be local officials and 
the 
more directly responsible to the people 
they become for their acts, the better will 
the 
people be served. 
We have had 
enough of this "reign of deputies" who 
are always throwing their blunders upon 
the BhouWers of the heads of depart- 
ments. 


Let me cite an example and apply the 


cure of local self-government 
and see 
how It will work. We of this school d.K- 
trict have repeatedly in the last two or 
three years petitioned the government for 
better school accommodations 
for our 
children. Those in authority have closed 
tbelr ears to the prayers and petitions of 
our people until it looks as If a number 
of our children w... be denied the pr vi- 
leee of attending school for want of ac- 
commodations 


The writer is creditably Informed thai 
there have been in the primary depart- 
ment of the school which held Its ses- 
sions In a room twenty-five feet long by 
twenty feet wide, over 100 pupils enrolled 
for several months, under one teacher. 


All of the other rooms were overcrowd- 


ed and neither the teacher nor the prin- 
cipal had any legal author ty to send 
these pupils home, and only a health offi- 
cer could have done so on sanitary 
Crounds. 


Could such A state of affairs exist un- 
der local self-government and against the 
will of the people where the local officers 
have the establishment of police and san- 
itary regulations, the support and man- 
agement of schools, the assessment and 
collection of taxes, the construction and 
maintenance' of roads, bridges and public 
buildings, such as court bouses, city ballsl, 
school hopses. hospitals and ja'ls? The 
local officials who would be intrusted to 
carry out the will of the people and who 
wfuld in any manner try to defeat that 
will, would soon find themselves replaced 
by public servants who would bow to the 
supreme power of the people. 


We have no redress under the present 
state of affairs. Our petitions have been 
pigeon-holed and our prayers have gone 
unanswered, but under local self-govern- 
ment, we, the people, would be in su- 
preme control and have a simple and 
speedy remedy for these abuses—the bal- 
lot. 


The old order of things Is gone and we 
hope that with It has gone the wanton 
and reckless desire on the part of some 
of those in power to squander the peo- 
ple's money. A well-regulated local gov- 
ernment would have made it Impossible 
for those In authority, during the quar- 
antine against the bubonic plague, to 
hare escaped answering to the people for 
the misuse of the money intrusted to 
their care, 


We now stand politically equal before 
the law and as citizens having that equal 
political right, we demand a just and 
legal proportion of the taxes for public 
Improvements. We have seen that which 
was legally and Justly ours used In build- 
Ing and maintaining roads in other places, 
m Installing and operating large and cost- 
ly water plants. In building and furnish- 
ing in elegant style costl> «.hool build- 
ings: we have been taxed to furnish a 
band of music for the entertainment and 
amusement of others, all of which \e un- 
Just to us. Give us our legal pro rata of 
taxes and we concede to others the same 
right we demand for ourselves, viz., to 
Invest It as they deem most wise. It IB 
manifestly unjust to tax. us for the sup- 
port of roads, bridges, waterworks and 
for public entertainment and amusement 
for others. ' 


Unless your correspondent IB mistaken 


la the temper of the people outside cf 
Honolulu, one of the first acts of 
tho 


coming Legislature will be to divide these

Sir Robert's death would mean mucn more than the 
snapping of the mainspring of the great civil service he has organized 
It 


would mean the loss of poBlt'vely the ot.J/ man who Is flt, by experience, by po- 
sition, by genius, to undertake the task Of reorganizing 
the whole administra- 


tion of of China as the mandatory of the Powers should they decide eventually 
to take over the government of China. Sir Robert has often been begged to leave 
the Chinese service for the office of Great Britain's Minister, but he knew that 
his potentialities for China's good wot i be far less as such. Also, bis health 
has suffered muc.. from h's prolonged residence In Peking, and since the fatal 
vacillation of the British Government a t r the Japanese war, and Russia's con- 
sequent predominance, his Influence has nared. None the lebs, he is the only man 
who stands as an Individual In the competent but neutral position In wh ch the 
United States stand as a nation, and he is the man on whom the reorganization 
o' China must devolve. His life's work 1 already done, all his ambitions are al- 
ready satisfied, and an earldom awaits him whenever he cares 
to accept it— 


which could only be on h's retirement, slice British honors conferred on him now 
would seem to Intimate a British claim I* the customs. But the keynote of Sir 
Robert's life has been duty, conscientlotsress, self-sacrifice, the good of China, 
and he would not shrink from the burd n—if his conditions were accepted. These 
conu lions would be the same as he denunded when he consented to organize the 
revenue department; Implicit confidence, abbolute Independence, a free hand. 


Sir Robert Hart Is a Scotchman of Ii sh descent, who joined the British Con-

THE RED BANANA A SUCCESS. 


S. M. Damon's Estate at Moanalua 


Shows Delicious Fruit From 


Slips, 


The Advertiser advocated a few days 


ago the growing in these Islands of the 
Cuban, or red, banana, and as a result 
it has developed that at Moanalua, the 
beautiful country place of S. M. Damon, 
the cult'vation of this variety of banana 
has already been begun, ae well as at 
the Government nursery. 
Eighteen months or more ago Prof 


Koebele, 
the 
Government naturalist, 


brought from Mexico several slips of the 
red banana, advising that their cultiva- 
tion be begun at once, as they were a 
very palatable fruit and would thrive In 
these Islands. The slips were divided be- 
tween the Government nursery andyMr 
Damon's place at Moanalua, and at both 
places they are doing well and are al- 
ready large enough to bear. 


"Mr. 
Damon called my attention to the 


Advertiser editor al the other day," said 


I Donald Maclntyre, superintendent of Mr 
Damon's estate, yesterday, "and he said 
that he Intended to take a bunch of the 
red bananas to your editorial rooms to 
show what has been done here at Mo- 
'analua towards t..e cultivation of this 
.variety of banana. 
"Prof. Koebele sent us nine different 


varieties of banana from Mexico, a year 
ago last December. They were all plant- 
ed a year ago on Washington's 
b rth- 


day and have done splendidly. From some 
of the roots we have obtained 
several 


bunches, and -.aers are coming rapidly. 
We cut one large bunch from the red 
banana tree two weeks ago. The slips 
are growing up rapidly in place of the 
dead stalk and we ought to have a good 
crop of them next year. The tree seem-) 
strong and will undoubtedly thrive here, 
and I see no reason why In a few years 
the crop should not be large all over the 
Islands. 


I "At present our tree and one at 
the 


Government nursery are the only ones of 
the red variety, the Largo as It Is called 
in Mexico, that are to be found in Ha- 
waii. We expect to send a slip to H. P. 
Baldwin's place on Maul shortly and Mr 
Damon's Idea is to send slips all over 
the Islands to responsible planters who 
will take an interest In Its prowth and 
see that It Is spread still further until It 
will be found everywhere In the Islands.' 


Mr. Maclntyre showed the Advertiser 


man all over the estate, call ng attention 
particularly to many Improvements that 
have been recently Instituted by him un- 
der Mr. Damon's instructions. The ba- 
nana orchard was of particular Interest 
Besides the red banana tree—the Largo- 
there are eight large banana plants, all 
of which were sent from Mexico by Prof 
Koebele, and all of which are bearing 
They stand about fifteen feet high and 
bear a large banana, long and tapering 
to a decided point at e'ther end and ven 
sweet to the taste. The different varie- 
ties are known as the Marko, the Balsa, 
the Manzana, the Manila, the Morado, 
the Thuna and the Gunla, besides the 
Largo, or red, banana. These narneR 
Mr. Maclntyre said, were probably local 
names bestowed upon them by the Mexi- 
cans. There was also the "honey bana- 
na," a tiny little fellow, much dimllar to 
| the Chinese variety wh'ch is exported 
and commands a very high price on ac- 
count of its sweetness and delicious fla- 
vor. 
| In addition to tho Imported varieties 
there were a number of large and huekv 
plants 
of tho common banana 
which 


grows so plentifully all about the Islands 
On these wero huge bunches of ripe fruit 
[ready to bo cut from the tree, 
I Besides bananas Mr. Moclntyro baa a 


flne-look'ng 
orchard 
of papalas, 
fig 


bushes by the score, which he is cover- 
Ing with a system of wire netting to 
keep off the all-devouring Japanese bee- 
tle, alligator pear trees, a field of pine- 
apples, and almost- every fruit known to 
the Islands. In quantities. 
In one of the many conservatories, pro- 


tected from the beetle by wire netting 
and other schemes there are muskmeloa 
vines, rare enough now In the Islands 
although they were plentiful before 
the 


arr val of the beetle. The little green 
melons, worth their weight In silver al- 
most. have each a little platform swung 
from the roof by cords, where It may rest 
Its fat little s.ues and wax ripe and lus- 
cious. 
Roses are in another house, fragrant 


and beautiful as though no beetle had 
ever been heard of. behind the protecting 
wire gauze, and In still another one there 
are delicate orch ds, wondrously tinted 
and strangely shaped, so precious that 
all the tables on,, which they stand 
are 


mounted on lava rock pillars which stand 
li a large pool of crystal water. 
Mr. Maclntyre, who has the manage- 


ment of all the great estate, as well as 
the ruli Hation of the orchards and 
the 


supervision of the ereonhouhes and gar- 
dens, is a young Scotchman who came 
here from Edinburgh tlirw voarg ago to 
rianape the place 
He is i 11 i \purt botan- 
ist and horticulturist niul thi beauty of 
the place Is largely 
due to his efforts. 
Frlor to com'ng here he w is in the Edin- 
burgh Botanical Gardens as a botanist 
and collector. Mr Damon does not spare 
money in the beautlfj ,»„• of Moanalua. 


TSfo More Mail By Way of Vancouver. 


WASHINGTON, July IS —The Post- 


office Department has ordered that, be- 
ginning with August 1. all mails for the: 
Hawaiian Islands shall ge forwarded 
exclusively to San Francisco or other 
American ports for dispatch and that 
the 
present practice of dlspatctilng 


mails via Vancouver, B C., be discon- 
tinued. 


If the dispatch proves correct and 
such an order has been issued by the 
department it will prove bad news for 
the Islands 
In the past the schedule 


of steamers has been so arranged that 
the Vancouver boats came at Intervals 
so that mail sent by them would reach 
even the ports of Southern California. 
before they could have had they waited 
for the San Francisco steamers. 
Fre- 


quently as much as s,x days was saved 
by dispatching malls by way of 
the 
Canadian boats, so the order stopping 
the transmission of mail via Vancou- 
ver will result In serious inconvenience 
to local merchants as well as an annoy- 
ance to all who have correspondence 
with friends or relatives In the States. 
Postmaster Oat said yesterday that 


he had no Information on the point 
from Washington, but rather thought 
the dispatch was correct. He thought 
that It might be meant 
to apply to 


malls coming from the States to Ha- 
waii and not returning. 
Unless or- 
ders to the contrary are received by 
the postmaster before next Wednesday 
he Intends to forward the mall to the 
United States on that day on the Ao- 
rangi via Vancouver as heretofore. 


The first steamer of the Canadian line 
arrived In Honolulu on June 1st, 18S3, 
and received a hearty welcome. A large 
trade waa qulrk'y bul't up with British 
Columbia nnd Puget Sound ports, but 
since the annexation of the Islands, the 
trade from Seattle and Tacoma via 
Vancouver has been cut off entirely. 
and nil goods from those ports have 
•had to er»tne direct or via San Fran- 
cisco. 
This latest order cuts off the

but only spent a f( w hours ashore 
After 
scaring up a fair amount of trade 
In 
Hongkong, Canton an 1 Shanghai, I start- 
ed for Peking but was detained for some 
time at Tien-Tsin on special business. It 
was about this time that the 
trouble 
with the Boxers was getting particularly 
terrifying to people who would be likely 
to suffer by their brutal actions. 
Fortu- 
nately, I gave up my plan of going on to 
Peking and stayed at Tien-Tsin. Fortu- 
nately? Well, I don't know. From what 
I saw of the trouble In Tien-T&ln I don't 
think there was much choice between 
that place and Peking. 
"I will never forget the aw ful 
days 


from the middle of June until July 5th, 
when I left for Taku and thence fled to 
Hongkong and so to Honolulu, and from 
here to Ch'cago again. I hope. You all 
kcow the story of the struggle In Tien- 
Tsin. But perhaps some of the details 
will be of Interest to you. For example 
after the people of the settlement outside 
of the city of Tien-Tsin proper had sent 
1,200 men to see what had become of Ad- 
miral Seymour, we ascended to the top 
of a tower In the settlement to bee if we 
could see any sign of the Peking relief 
force. To the north of the city where 
the great HE) Gu, a large fort full of 
arms and ammunlt'on loomed, we saw 
smoke—the smoke of battle, and we could 
also hear the report of guns 
We imme- 


diately Jumped to the conclusion that Ad- 
miral Seymour was on his way back to 
Tlen-Tsin and that the Chinese In 
the 
Hsl Gu were firing upon them. We were 
greatly and agreeably 
surprised 
later 


v>hen Admiral Seymour and the relief 
force arrived, bearing the wounded, and 
reported the fact of their having taken 
the Hsl Gu and that It was their own 
force that was peppering the Boxers from 
the fort. 
"It seems that Admiral Seymour and 
his company were winding down the river, 
many of them In boats, when they came 
upon this large fort quite unexpectedly 
There were many Chinese in the fort and 
several shots were fired as the first boat 
was coming around a bend, at the men 
in the boat. Immediately a big American 
marine jumped oift of the foremost boat 
onto the bank and shoved the boat back 
around the bend out. of range of the fire 
from tlie fort. A,.<sonsuliajJqn was held 
and resulted in a.iBudden attack, upon the 
fort: the fort was taken in grand stjle 
and were not the gallant fighters jovou* 
when they found the Hsl Gu Just packed 
with the latest Improved weapons—Lef 
Metford rifles. Galling guns, swords and 
ammunition, and rice albo. They would 
have held the Hsl Gu with all the arm- 
had It not been for the great number of 
wounded that the force 
was carr>mi- 
along with It 
But the men brought with 


them all the arms from the fort that the> 
could carrj 
'There were man} brave deeds done at 
Tlen-Ts n. The Russians did fine work in 
holding the railroad station and the Eng- 
lish bluejackets did wonders with over 
whelming numbers of Boxers, and the 
Americans—well, everybody knows what 
the American soldier or marine will do— 
they work miracles. I tell you what, you 
may talk about the power of prayer sav 
ing Tlen-Tsin all you like, but I was then 
on the ground and had hold of a gur 
myself, and I want to remind you gentle 
men that we were blessed w'th a 
few 


sharpshooters stationed 
In the 
towers 


who certainlj made a fow hundred of the 
Boxers sa\ 'Now I lay me' during thf 
little trouble there 
There was that fel- 


low \\ atts for Instance, from Australia 
I know for a fact that he picked off at 
the rate of twenty or thirty Chinese gun- 
ners a flay for many days. 


"Give credit »,o the sharpshooters and 


the frunYurs and the brave 
men who 


fought as only desperate men defending 
their women and children can fight. 
"China Is ruled by secret societies, and 


it Is my opinion that Japan has a wonder- 
ful Influence with these societies. I think 
little Japan can do perhaps more than 
any other nation In bringing the present 
war to a Hose. Of course the story of 
Seymour shooting his wounded men is a

waters of the Mainland, do hereby 
agree to form oursej\es into an asso- 
ciation for the above purposes under 
such constitution and b/-u\vs as may 
hereafter be agreed upon by the sub- 
scribers hereto." 
Mr. Cooper stated to an Advertiser re- 
porter yesterday that the idea of form- 
ing such an association came from ob- 
serving the destruction of so many of 
the small fishes which inhabit the shore 
waters of Oahu by Japanese and Chi- 
nese fishermen These ha\e small re- 
gard for the little fibhes and spawn 
which are hauled up in their nets and 
tons of them are thus gotten rid of, 
and made fit for nothing more than 
fertilizer material. 
Another matter 
which 
has 
been 


broughtBtO Mr. Coopers attention of 
late Is The Increasing price foi fish. 
As a food supply for those w ho have 
all their lives been accustomed to fish 
for their daily needs, it is rapid y go- 
ing beyond their reach and becoming 
more and more a luxury which only 
those of means left over from ti.eir ab- 
solute nee^s can afford to indulge in, 
Hawalians, Japanese and 
other na- 
tionalities who have liberally patroniz- 
ed the fish market in the past, are in- 
frequent visitors nowadays. The cause 
of this Is the diminution in the supply 
of fish near at hand. The shores are • 
not so much visited by fish as in former 
years, and deep sea fishing la becoming 
more and more imperative. 
It is the plan of Mr. Cooper and oth- 
ers who are enthusiastic on the sub- 
ject, to have proper measures adopted 
for the preservation of fish and care 
of the spawn 
by legislative action. 


After the association Is formed a sum 
of money can be raised to carry out the 
ideas In a practical manner 
Mr Coop- 


er believes that through the efforts of 
such an association a request to the 
United States Government for an ex- 
pert of the United States Fish Commis- 
sion to be sent here to 
look over •" 
the entire area of the island waters, 
and see what features are adaptable for 
the introduction of certain Mainland 
fish would receive favorable considera- 
tion 
The expert would have to take 
note of the various temperatures of wa- 
ter around the different Islands, sound 
the shores for rocky, coral or sandy 
bottoms 
Upon his findings of the con- 


dltlons here his report 
as to 
what 
varieties of the finny tribs should be 
introduced tvould be bast;d. 


If the Legislature can be prevailed 


upon to look at the question of the 
propagation of the fish Industry around 
the Islands an appropriation from that 
body for extending the preserves will 
do much toward 
having the United 
States Fish Commission send its ex- 
perts here for experimental work. Mr. 
Cooper says there Is absolutely no rea- 
son why fish hatcheries cannot be suc- 
cessful here, as every kind, salt and 
brackish, to clear, sparkling fresh wa- 
ter are 
obtainable in every locality. 
There la a desire to see what can be 
done with the striped bass, and meas- 
ures will be taken by the association, 
when formed, to experiment with the 
toothsome fish which seerns to stand 
transplanting with perfect success. 


The association la not for the purpose 


of merely serving its own needs, but '» 
for the good of the public at large,

HILO SPREADING. 


Has an Eye on Leased Lands of 


Waiakea Kill. 


In the vicinity of Hilo and skirting 


Reed's Bay are hundreds of acres of land 
under lease to the Waiakea Mill Co. The 
land is not adapted to cane cultivation, 
but it is sought after by respectable fam- 
Ules who wish to get homes outside of 
Hilo. 
Only in few Instances have 
re- 


quests for leases been granted and 
the 
lands Improved, consequently the reve- 
nue to the Government Is not more than 
is yielded by waste Irfnus seventy miles 
away. Hilo is growing and people want 
home sites—not for speculation but for 
bona fide residences, and if the lessees of 
the land decline to improve it and de- 
cline, except in certain cases, to allow 
others to improve it, the Government 
might try the experiment of Increasing 
the taxable value of the property to a fig- 
ure that it would possibly reach if dwell- 
ings were erected there.—Hilo Herald.

Further sales to your refiners have been effected, and al- 
though the quantities sold have not been large, a very firm tendency has been 
excited, and holders on this side now confidently await further orders from your 
s'de. The great Improvement in the statistical position, and the fact that the 
Java crop is starting late, have combined to strengthen the ideas of operators 
here, and whereas a good deal of uncertainty and Indecision existed a few weeks 
ago, opinions are now pretty UTanlmouS that a good demand from America will 
assist the market and harden prices for a good many years to come.
